Once the copy is all in, the Editors of the different depart¬ 
ments re-arrange, re-write and type ail articles concerning 
their own section of the REPORTER. Here we see the Press 
Room at deadline time. 

'Mike" Ryan. Editor-In-Chief of the paper, receives all the 
finished copy from the Editors of the various departments. 
He re reads, re-checks, and sometimes eliminates. 

An odd moment in the new issue's birth,—final O.K. and 
censorship. 

The printer then receives the typewritten copy. Here we 
see Mr. A. LeBlanc. of SEGUIN BROS.. LTD. putting the 
REPORTER through the first stage of printing. The whole 
copy is "typed" on the monotype machine, according to the 
instructions of the Editor. 















































9. The perforated roll from the monotype machine is put 
through the casting machine, where each individual letter is 
cast. At middle right wo can see a column of lead type 
leaving the machine. 

10. The columns of lead, fresh from the casting machine, are 
proofed by hand by one of the printers. These are the first 
impressions of the new issue. 

8. Miss M. Pero. of SEGUIN BROTHERS, compares the Editors* 
typewritten copy with that of the printer's proofs. She checks 
all printer’s mistakes, (as well as those of the Editor). 

11. Once the mistakes are discovered, the compositor makes the 
necessary corrections by hand in the lead castings. Proofs 
are then made of the corrected castings, and then returned 
to the Editor, for final correction and instructions. Two 
copies are made of these proofs. 

12. Once the proofs arrive, the Editors get busy with the final 
proof-reading. 

13. While they read and correct, the photo department search 
the files and "cut-cabinets" for any picture or cut necessary 
for publication. The REPORTER has a valuable collection 
of cuts, valued at $16,000. 

14. While one set of proofs is being corrected. Paul Meloche 
cuts out each individual article from a second set.

THE STORY OF A FIVE YEAR OLD BAND 


In 1866. a Band of soldiers was bllletted in the old 
wing of Assumption College which served at that time 
as a barracks. Needless to say it was a noisy place 
with the clicking of heels, the pounding of feet, the 
thumping of rifles and the barking of commands. 

In 1938. the same old building experienced an 
invasion from an equally noisy band of boys, led by a 
little fellow with a determined look in his eye. Day 
after day. strange sounds were sent forth from that 
building, which were akin to a cross between a dog 
and cat fight, the Hermit’s Cave and a pep rally. 

Our Band history dates from this tempestuous and 
discordant beginning. Under the direction of that 
same little fellow. Professor Sabia. by name, and aided 
and abetted by Fr. Frank Burns, the seeds of the 
present Assumption Band were carefully sown. 

1939 in 1939 a practice room was provided, storage 
lockers were built, new music and a complete set of 
uniforms were purchased and finally the Band started 
in to attack #17 in the Blue book with a vengeance 
which augured well for the future. Willie Winters as 
our first Drum Major and Felix Abaldo as Bass Drummer 
proved to be the finds of the season. 

Our first public appearance came in December of 
*39 at the First Merry-Go-Round. This proved to be a 
highly delightful programme and definitely established the Band in 
our school. 

We had played at several football games prior lo this but had 

made no attempt as yet to march. 

The season was brought to a close by a Band Concert called the 
Music Box Review and featured many celebrities. Bill Burke, that 
wizard of the keys, at the Hammond Organ, and Val Clare, our 
Honorary Director, as Master of ceremonies, starred. 

1940 As few of the boys returned to school in the Fall, it was 

necessary to look around for recruits to rebuild the Band. Though 

lacking in experience the new members made up for it by their 

enthusiasm and consistent efforts. Jack Harris and Lairy Miner, the 
long and short of it. filled the role of Drum Majors left vacant by 
Willie Winters' graduation. They not only led the Band but kept 

them in good spirits by their antics. 

During the basketball and football games we enlivened the pro- 
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ceedings with our music. 

The outstanding events of the year proved to be 
the second Annual Merry-Go-Round with Jack Harris 
in the role of Master of Ceremonies; the Concert of 
St. Patrick's Day at St. Mary's Academy and the send¬ 
ing of four soloists to Ann Arbor. Norval Wyse's 
success in winning a gold medal gave great impetus 
to the Band. 

1941 Graduation and the call to arms had made 

heavy inroads into the ranks ol the Band and the pros¬ 
pects for '40-*41 were not very bright. A Band summer 
school, however, directed by Prof. Sabia produced a 
winning combination. On their first appearance at tho 
Fireman's field day they tasted victory. Headed by 
our 5 twirling Drum Majors, they marched and played 
like veterans, and were roundly applauded along the 
route of parade, and in front of the Grandstand at 
Jackson Park. 

With the coming of the football season, the Band 
added to its popularity by its display of intricate 
formations and marching at the games. Despite the 
loss of our two Senior Drum Majors, the now well- 
known trio of Bob Gluns. Francis Pare, and Don 
Cousineau rose to the occasion and even surpassed 
their predecessors with their field tactics and twirling. 
Their fine work was praised by the press on several occasions. 

Alter Christmas the Band played for the basketball games, featuring 
the songs of our opponents, and giving a stirring performance at each 
appearance. 

Other feature appearances of the Band were the War Savings 
Drive Parade: graduation exercises in Amherstburg; the college radio 
programme and the ’’Spitfire*' Parade on May 21st in aid of Britain. 

The three outstanding performances of the Band during the Concert 
season were the Annual Merry-Go-Round, held on March 17th, their 
performance in the Musical Festival at Sarnia, on May 9th. and at 
Waterloo. 

The programme offered by the Band on the occasion of our Third 
Annual Merry-Go-Round was a revelation to many oi the audience. 

In May the Land went to Sarnia to compete in its first Music 
Festival. Though pitted against two of the best Bands in Ontario, the 
inspired performance of our boys gained them a mark of 80 points.

This only proved to be a warm up for greater things 
to come With the slogan, "Waterloo! HERE WE COME" 
the boys set out to avenge the set back and did so in 
a most convincing way. 

Tho Band gained top honors in competition with 
other juvenile units from all parts of Western Ontario 
at the Waterloo Musical Society Festival on fun© 28th. 

1941, A crowd of some fifty thousand people lined 
the main street to vtow the parade which high lighted 
the tattoo and pageant in the evontng while approxi¬ 
mately twelve thousand peoplo attended the festival. 

The ovent was indeed the mcst colorful in the Band's 
history. 

1942 With re-onenlrg of tho Fall term came our 
moment of glory When on the night of November 26th 
Prof. C F. Thiele of Waterloo. President of the Canadian 
Bandmasters Association and Director of the Waterloo 
Band presented us with the shiny now trophy which 
we had won. and each of the band members received 
a gold modal from tho Festival and the school. In his 
addross to the boys Prof. Thiele predicted great things 
for tho band- On this same occasion Mr Frank Mac 
Intyre, one of Assumption's most noted and most 
beloved alumni and President of the class of *96. presented the band 
with his trumpet, "to be played by some fellow in the band as long 
as he had breath enough to blow It". 

Other activities of 1942 in which the band took part were the Annual 
Fireman's Field Day. the Smokes Fund Parade, a Red Cross Parade in 
Amherstburg. the Hotel Dteu Graduation Exercises, the Glengarda 
Guild Dinner and all the Football and Basketball games. At the 
Basketball games the illuminated displays, a recent innovation, won 
much favorable comment from the Ians. 

On June 22nd the Band enjoyed its first Moonlight sponsored by the 
Parents' Auxiliary, and played on board ship. Despite inclomant 
weather it proved to be a very popular and successful venture and a 
credit to our parents 

On July 3rd. 1942. the Band took part in the Leamington Bond 
Tattoo. With their caps and instruments ablaze with multi-colored lights, 
the boys treated the overflow crowd to an illuminated patriotic tableau 
of an international flavor, which stole the show and gained lor them 
selves thunderous applause. 

In August 1942. Robert Gluns. our diminutive Drum Major, was 
chosen to represent our Band and Canada at the Chicagoland Music 
Festival. Before a crowd of one hundred thousand people Bob put 
on a performance which would have done credit to any professional 
and which also brought honor and distinction to the Band. This is a 
leal o! which Bob may be justly proud as he has only been twirling 
a baton for three years. 

1943 With the return of the football season the band travelled with 
the team to Hamtramck in Detroit to play and march at the St. 
Stanislaus game. The curtailment of the local football league gave the 
1943 Band an opportunity to stress concert work. 

Prior to the Christmas holidays the band gave a concert lor the 


benefit of the High School and College students which 
was well received After Christmas the band started 
in once more by making an appearance at the Christian 
Culturo Award Presentation on January 24th. To M: 

Philip Murray. President o! the C I O. and rocelvor ol the 
award, the band dedicated a rousing number entitled 
"The March ol The Steel Men" Our next concert was 
given on St Patrick's Day in the School Gymnasium 
and featured tho introduction of a sextet of singers com 
posed of Bob Hill, Albert Sarkozy. Joseph Dunn. Donald 
Moll. Ray Vincent, and Joseph Coopat. Their perform¬ 
ance was greoted with hearty cheers and applause 
by all the students. 

Our 1943 Band is perhaps the best organization to 
date, considered individually Four of our boys were 
represented in the Wayne University Summer School 
Band last summer Tony Baby was studyinq per¬ 
cussion; Bob Wildei, the Bass; Raymond Meloche. the 
Trombone. Claude Clouthier. the Saxophone. Later in 
the yem. Bob and Claude, along with Joe Stelani and 
Tom Gates, were selected as members ol the Detroit 
All-City High School Band This Band played to a 
packed house at the Masonic Auditorium on March 23rd. 

With the idea of stressing solo work, twelve entries 
were made in tho Niagara Falls Music Festival. As a 
preparation lor this event two Concerts were held: one at St Alphonsus 
Hall and the other in our own Gymnasium Both programmes were 
excellent and featured solos by various Band members At our final 
programme, which was in the form of a Student recital. Mr. Roy M. 

Miller, assistant Director of the Wayne University Bands and a good 
friend of ours, judged the various contestants. Those who played were 
Joseph Siefani. John Bensette. Cyril Udall. Raymond Meloche. Charles 
Bondy. Nimo Zonint. Claude Cloutier. Robert Wilder. Bernard Hill, 
lames Collins. Albert Gallant and Marshall Jordon, and thoy finished 
in the above order. The first two. the lucky winners, had all expenses 
paid to represent the Band at the Falls. Cyril Udall was sent by the 
Land members and also Bob Wilder. They wero accompanied on the 
trip by Father Harrison and Mrs. Leach, our accompanist. Joe and John 
placed second highest in marks amongst all contestants and each won 
a gold medal and placed first in their own class. Bob and Cy did 
likewise. 

It was unfortunate that all could not moke the trip as we would 
have had twelvo gold medals instead cl (cur to our credit 

Their fine showing was in no small measure due to the excellent 
work ol Mrs Leach who accompanied them at the piano. 

Alter the Niagara Festival, the Band played a programme in con¬ 
junction with the Student Rally at I.C.C, Hall and later lor our own 
student body in connection with the Missions 3 

Wo have been recently working out at the drills with the Air 
Cadets which wo plan to join very soon as their ofiicial Band. Our 
appearance at Graduation exercises will likely conclude an unusual 
but successful season unless we are able to accept an Invitation to 
play in Leamington on July 3rd. 

That about tells the story of our snappy little group since its 
beginning Many changes have taken place and many new ideas 
have been introduced to better our organisations. 

An innovation of the past yoar has been the prayer recited each
